MORE REDUCTIONS LIKELY. 


ESTIMATED STOCK LOSSES BY SUGAR CUT. 


The war between the two great American 
gugar refiners, Havemeyer and Arbuckle, 
which has been waged with varying degrees 
of violence for several months, reached its 
most critical stage yesterday, when cuts in 
the prices were made to 4% cents in New 
York, or 5.02 cents in Chicago, which wivei 
gut the last vestige of profit in the refining 
business. The last cut was one-eighth cent. 
For several years this profit has been shaved 
gradually. No longer ago than 1895 the 
spread between raw and refined sugar was 
nearly 1% cents. More modern methods and 
machinery than were in use in the earlier 
stages of the development of the industry 
are responsible for a certain percentage of 
the decline in the cost of production of 
granulated sugar, but the bulk of it has 
come as a result of the war between Have- 
meyer and Arbuckle. 


Losses of Chicago Jobbers. 


Chicago jobbers are losers by the cut to the 
extent of the stocks they have on hand; but 
‘g saving clause is that no large stocks are 
eatried in this city. For several months 
local jobbers have claimed to be buying 
only in quantities sufficient for trade re- 
quirements. With a steady declining mam; 
ket this has been the only means of prevent- 
ing losses which would follow extensive pur- 
chases at. comparatively high prices. It is 
estimated Chicago jobbers as a whole may 
possibly lose $100,000. 

One man’s loss, however, is another man’s 
gain. It is a war in which the consumer, is 
the beneficiary. Granulated sugar Is now 
4% Petits New York, or 5.02 cents Chicago, 
as stated if the foregoing, a lower price 
than has e¥er before been quoted in the 
history of the trade. The cut prices have 
been made in all cities in the country where 
the sugar trust does business. 


Trade Circles Excited. 


Although the active trade in sugar is over 
for the season the successive cuts have in- 
fused an excitement into trade circles such 
@s has not been known in years, for there it 
was taken that a long, bitter war had begun. 

The Arbuckle plant, built in retaliation on 
the sugar trust’s invasion of the coffee bus!i- 
mess, dominated by the Arbuckles, started 
six weeks ago. Its capacity is 3,000 to 4,000 
barrels daily, while that of the trust is | 
40,000, or equal to the consumption of the 
country. The Arbuckles were joined by 
the Mollenhauers, with an equally large 
plant, so the trade believes, for the Arbuckle 
and Mollenhauer prices move.together. 

The output of the two plants, handled by 
millions of capital, is sufficient to cause the 
trust great trouble, particularly as the 
avowed purpose of the Arbuckles has been 
to “sell sugar.’’ In addition, a large in- 
crease in competition is éxpected. The Mc- 
Cann plant in Philadelphia and the Dorscher 
inBrooklyn are nearly completed, and, it is 
expected, will place sugar on the market 
inside of sixty days. The capacity of the 
plants will exceed 20,000 barrels a day, or 
One-half the demand: Thus far the Ar- 
buckle product has been sold in the New 

York | market chiefly, although quantities 

have reached Chicagd grocery stores in

YACHTING PARTY OF 
FOUR DROWNED IN 
‘THE HUDSON RIVER. 


Commodore Weatherby of the Troy 
(N.Y.) Yacht Club and Three Friends, 
All Prominent in Business and Social 
Circles, Lose Their Lives. 


: 
‘Troy, N. Oct. 6—[Special.]—Parties 


have been dragging the Hudson River 
about two miles north of Waterford 
all day “in an attempt to find the 
bodies of Commodore N. L.. Weath- 
erby of the Troy Yacht club, Stephen W. 
Mallory, a well known business-man of 
Troy; Miss Lizzie Savage of Waterford, and 
Mrs. Nellie Breslin, widow of William Bres- 
lin, of Waterford, who were drowned last 
night in the upper Hudson. 

Commodore Weatherby invited the other 
three persons to accompany him up the river 
last night to Charles Converse’s Riverdale 
camp, about two miles above Waterford, to 
a supper. The night was wild and stormy, 
and it was not thought they would make the 

trip, although supper was ready for them 
when they arrived. . 

While they were eating a terrific cloud- 
burst at Hoosit Falls, some miles above, had 
caused a mill dam to give way, and the water 
came rushing down the Hoosac River to the 
Hudson and caused the water to rise rapidly. 

The party left'on the return trip about 9:15 
o'clock. Not long after they left Converse 
heard a woman scream for help. He recog- 
nized the Commodore's voice when he said: 
‘“‘ Wait, wait,” and then called for help. He 
could be heard giving some directions to Mr. 
Mallory as what should be done, and then all 
was still. That was the last heard of them. 

Mr. Converse gave the alarm and went to 
Lansingburg, and had the relatives of the 
missing people notified. This morning none 
of them appeared at their homes and search 
was made for them. 

The river is so high that dragging is done 
with difficulty. | 

A portion of 


the yacht was found this 
afternoon on the shore at Island Park, be- 
tween this city and Albany, at least seven 
miles from the scene of the accident. None. 
of the bodies was found in the yacht. 

The drowning) has caused a sensation in 
social circles, Commodore Weatherby was 
an expert yachtsman and had been up the 
river many times. He was a member of 
Weatherby & Wilbur, insurance brokers, 
and Commodore of the Troy Yacht club. 

Mr. Mallory was a bachelor of means and 
for many years was connected with the firm 
of Collins, Merrill & Co., wholesale dry goods 
merchants. 

Miss Savage was a cousin of Mrs. Weath- 
erby and was about 30 years of age. She was 
a favorite in society, 


‘COLOSSAL STEAMER 
TO. BE CONSTRUCTED 
ON IMPROVED LINES. 


TO THE NEW YORK 


Hamburg, Oct. '6.—It was learned here to- 
day that the International Navigation com- 
pany, which operates the American and 
Red Star Steamship lines, has made a con- 
tract with the Messrs. Blohm & Voss, ship- 
builders of this port, for the construction of 
a colossal passenger and freight ship. 

It was admitted at the offices of Blohm & 
Voss that the‘eontract for this ship had been 
closed and the assurance was also given 
that it would represent a radical departure 
from the old time models of marine archi- 
tecture. It was even hinted that some feat- 
ures at present unknown in the marine 
world would appear in the new craft and 
that they would be an innovation that other 
shipbulilders would be glad to copy. 
+The plans of the proposed wonder prove 
that it is to be a/gigantic vessel, though it 
will be by no means the largest inthe world. 
The length, for example, will be 600 feet, 
while that of the North German Lloyd racer, 
Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse, is 648 feet, and 
the new White Star racer now in process of 
construction at Bélfast is 704 feet long. The 
beam of the ship will be sixty-six feet, or 
exactly the same size as that of the huge 
Kaiser, and the depth of hold forty-two feet, 
three feet more than the North German 
Lloyder. - 

The dimensions indicate that the vessel 
is to be built on racing lines. Indeed, the 
builders, who expect to have the steamship 
ready for launching early in 1900, admit that 
it is expected to break all ocean records. 
Th® interior fittings will be on a scale of 
the greatest magnificence. Even the steer- 
age, say the builders, will ‘be a model, be- 
cause of its comfort and improved sanitary 
arrangements. 

It is thought probable that the new ship is 
intended for the Red Star line.

* Munich, Oct. 6.—Whether the Munchener 
Tageblatt speaks with inspiration or no, its 
robber Baron attack on Switzerland and its 
cold-blooded proposition to dismember the 
republic has acted as a firebrand among cer- 
tain emotional people. This dismember- 
ment of the Alpinesconfederacy has long 
been a sneaking idea of the European war 
lords, and the Tageblatt has seized upon the 
Lucheni episode for bringing this idea to 
the surface. It says: | 

“The abolition of capital punishment fn 
Switzerland, which gathers the sewage of 
European nations, and is, therefore, a 
veritable nest of criminals, is an affront to 
all civilized nations. 

*“‘Now, after the horrifying event in 
Geneva, it is the proper tf{me to put an end 
to the Swiss government. The country 
ought to be divided among the three nations, 
none of whose virtues it has adopted, but 
from which it has appropriated many evils. 
Italy has impregnated the Swiss with its 
Greek vices, from France the people have 
learned garrulity and a poor jargon, while 
from Germany it has adopted its clumsiness. 

“ Switzerland has ten times more than 
Poland deserved to be merged into surround- 
ing countries on account of its unpardonable 
sins against Eurofpe."’ 

As an evidence of what it calls “ Swiss 
stupidity, if nothing worse,"’ the Tageblatt 
quotes the following from the Berne Bund: 

**The police of Lausanne, it is true, re- 
ported that anarchistic songs were found on 
Lucheni, but the Swiss police have no right 
to incarcerate a man simply because he’ 
warbles an anarchistic song now and then, 
or utters foolish things, and even rebellious 
words, while in his cups. The unfortunate 
event (the assassination of Elizabeth) is to 
be attributed mainly to the imprudence of 
the late Empress, who would even flee from 
police protection while traveling incognito.” 


FEVER IN MISSISSIPPI 
IS GROWING MORE 
SERIOUS DAILY. 


State Now Is Without an Official 
Head and General Panic Is Reported 
from Various Sections—New Cases 
of the Dread Disease. 7 


Jackson, Miss., Oct. 6.—[{Special.]—The 

State of Mississippi is now without an official 
head, and practically without any State gov- 
ernment. The continued absence of the 
Governor in this great crisis is causing much 
embarrassment. Efforts were made yester- 
day, and repeated today, without result, to 
get into communication with him.. Being 
unable to get an official appeal for help, the 
State Relief committee here has authorized 
agents among the refugees in Northern 
cities to appeal for aid. ‘ 
The State House is closed. No privilege 
taxes now falling due can be paid. No con- 
tracts are valid without such payment. 
There are now twelve counties infected, and 
fifteen cities and towns. Nothing is thought 
of but safety from the fever. 

Seven new cases of fever appeared here 
today. Two of these were in the Baptist 
Orphanage, In which there are more than 
thirty orphans. 

An order from the State board now forbids 
all travéi in the State. 

‘Tonight .a telegram reached the board 
ftom the Mayor of Hermanville, Copiah 
County, announcing fever near there. Ap- 
‘peal was made for protection. The board 
replied, and received answer from the tele- 
graph operator that the message could not 
be delivered, as the Mayor had fled, a

RULER’S APPEAL FOR RESCUE 


London, Oct. 7.—The Pekin correspondent 
of the Times says: 

“The restoration of the regency is com- 
plete. The Empress Dowager receives the 
Cabinet daily, seated beside the Emper- 
or, openly, and not, as formerly, behind a 
screen. The government is more retro- 
grade and reactionary. Yung Lu, one of his 
trusted friends, succeeds the late Prince 
Kung as the Chief Manchu, while the Vice- 
roy of the Province of Chi Le isa Manchu. 

** Nevertheless, despite assertions to the 
contrary, the balance of power betsveen the 
Chinese and Manchus in high office is unal- 
tered in the central government, though 
there is a small proportional increase of 
Manchus in the provincial posts, 

“The Tsung-li-Yamen contains no mem- 
ber cognizant of foreign affairs. Its chief 
working member is Hsu Yung YI, the nego- 
tiator of the Gerard convention of 1895, who 
was subsequently removed from the Tsung- 
li-Yamen at the instance of Sir Nicholas 
‘O’Conor, then British Minister to China, 
for breach of faith, but who was reappoint- 
ed last month. ee, 


Triumph for the Czar. 


**He says his chief colleague will be Hsu- 
Ching-Chong, former Minister to Russia, and 
now director of the Transmanchurian rail- 
way, who long received Russian financial 
assistance. 

“The Russians welcome the change as 
increasing their influence. The immediate 
exciting cause of the change was the im- 
pending edict ordering officials to abolish 
the queue, and to adopt foreign dress. 

“A search of the house of Kang Yu-Wel, 
the reformer, resulted in the discovery of 
papers proving that he was carrying on a 
correspondence with the leadérs of the anti- 
dynastic movement in southern,China.”’

Plans to Save the Empire. 


| The Hongkong correspondent of the Times 


telegraphs the substance of a long tinter- 
view he has had with Kang Yu-Weli, the 
Cantonese reformer, in which the latter 
recounted the history of the crisis. Kang 
Yu-Wel said that on June 16 he had a two- 
hours’ audience of the Emperor, who, anx- 
fous about the Russian encroachments, was 
ready to listen tq any plan to secure the 
integrity of the empire. The correspondent 
continues: 

** Kang advised replacing the conservative 
Ministers by young progressives and the 
employment of Englishmen and Americans 
to effect suggested reforms. The Emperor 
admitted the cogency of his arguments, but 
expressed his regret at being unable to re- 
move high officials because of the Empress 
Dowager. 

“Kang then urged his Majestey to 
strengthen his friendship with foreign pow- 
ers, and particularly to secure an alliance 
with England. The Emperor said he real- 
ized that foreign countries were no longer 
insignificant States, and observed that it 
was a pity his Ministers had not ayerted the 
impending troubles, Kang says the real 
power at Peking ts held by Li Luem Yen, a 
sham eunuch, and that the Dowager’s ille- 
gitimate son, Chung Ming, probably will be 
made Emperor. | 

Emperor Appeals for Rescue. 

** On the morning of Sept. 18 Kahg received 
two letters from the Emperor, dated re- 
spectively Sept. 16 and 1% The first repre- 
sented the difficulties of his position, the 
Empress Dowager’s anger, and his fears that 
he would be unable to protect his throne, and 
commanded Kang to consult with his col- 
leagues as to how to save the Emperor. In 
the second letter his Majesty said: 

“*T have commanded you to superintend 
the establishment of an official organ. It is 
strongly against my wish. I have great sor- 
row, which I cannot describe with ink and 
pen. You must proceed immediately outside 
to devise means to save me witthout a mo- 
ment’s delay.’ 

‘‘Kang promptly visited the American 
missionary, Timothy Richard, whom he 
asked to call upon the British and American 
legations. Sir Claude MacDonald (British 
Minister) was at Pei-Tai-So and the Ameri- 
can Minister (Mr. Conger) was at Si-Shan. 
Ominous rumors were in circulation that day 
and Kang fied. He was astonished that Eng- 
land protected him, and he urges the British 
government to take prompt action to save the 
Emperor.” f

Berlin, Oct. 6.—The National Zeitung re- 


ports that in anticipation of the festivities 
planned for the Kaliser’s reception and so- 
journ in Jerusalem, the city is already 
thronged with crowds of German and Aus- 
trian tramps and vagabonds. 

These men, the Zeitung says, are a danger- 
ous set, Who spend their time for the most 
part in the wineshops, and are forming reg- 
ular bands of brigands, who commit all sorts 
of crimes. Unless the Holy City is cleaned 
of this crowd, concludes the report, before 
the arrival of the Kaiser in Jerusalem, the 
lives of his Majestiy and the imperial party 
would be greatly imperiled during their 
visit. 

The National Zeitung in another article 
also expresses the fear that, in consideration 
of the nervous unrest in old world politics, 
a two months’ absence of the German sov- 
ereign from the fatherland cannot fail to 
prove detrimental and isa risky venture at 
rate. 


LHEAVY LOSS OF 
THROUGH A FIRE 
HANKOW, CHINA. 


One Thousand People Thought to Have 
Perished and a Square [iile of the 
City Is Destroyed, Including Govern- 
ment Buildings and Temple. 


London, Oct. 7.—According to @ dispatch 
from Shanghai, a fire on Sunday at Hankow 
destroyed over a quarter of a mile of the 
city, including the government buildings 
and temple. It is feared that 1,000 lives 
‘were lost. 

{Hankow is a treaty port on the Yang-tse- 
Kiang, at the mouth of one of its tributaries, 
700 miles from thesea. The city forms, with 
Han-Yang and Woo-Chang, the capital of 
Hoo-Po, all in sight of one another, and 
separated only by the river—one of the 
greatest commercial centers in the world. 
Huc estimates their united population at 
8,000,000, but they suffered much in the Tao- 
Ping wars. Hankow is one terminus of the 
proposed Peking-Hankow railway.]

FIRING HEARD ALL DAY. 


Six. Are Known to Have Been | 


Killed, Including Major 
Wilkinson—Eleven 
i Wounded 


REINFORCEMENTS ON WAY, 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.I 

Walker, Minn., Oct. 6.—[Special.]—Sound@ 
of conflict have come from Bear Island all 
day, but people here are still in ignorance 
of the real situation on the battleground 
where General Bacon and his men had their 
desperate encounter with the Pillager In- 
dians yesterday afternoon. 

Up to an early hour this morning there 
were many grounds for fearing General 
Bacon and his command had been anni- 
hilated. No direct word had been received 
from any man who participated in the first 
battle. | 

Early this morning, however, the firing 
was resumed, and it has continued prac- 
tically all day. | 

This makes it certain General Bacon's 
command is still on earth and in fighting 
trim. It is mow believed the soldiers are 
intrenched and in a position to hold out 
until reinforcements reach theni. 

The steamer Flora arrived here at 5 o’clock 
this afternoon, bringing in the killed and 
wounded. Following is a complete list of 
those killed and wounded in yesterday's eDe 
gagement:

General Bacon Unhurt. 

General Bacon is unhurt and all news- 
paper correspondents have been accounted 
for and are uninjured, though they were at 
one time under the same heavy fire which 
thinned the ranks of the troops. 

Lieutenant Colonel Harbach said tonight 
that General Bacon would come in to Walker 
from Bear Island in the morning, and a 
council will then be held at which it will be 
decided what the next moves in thé cam- 
paign shall be. 

General Bacon sent word that the Indians 
have scattered from his front and taken 
refuge in the dense tangle of the surround- 
ing forest. Lieutenant Colonel Harbach ex- 
pects part of the reinforcements at least will 
be. landed on Bear Island at 6 o'clock tomor-: 
row morning. : 

Two hundred and seven picked men from 
the “Fighting Third’ Infantry at Fort 
Snelling, in command of Lieutenant Colonel 
Harbach, arrived at Walker at 6 o’clock 
this evening, ceming by special and fast 
train from the post at St.Paul. Each sol- 
dier carried his Krag-Jorgetisen and 100 
rounds of ammunition and rations for five 
days and an ample reserve supply of 9,000 
rounds of ammunition was brought- along. 
Another gatling gun was part of the equip- 
ment. 

Lieutenant Colonel Harbach Is a veteran 
of many Indian fights. He is assisted by 
Lieutenant Houle, Lieu- 
tenant Wygant, and Lieutenant Todd. The 
hospital service is in charge of Dr. Darling 
and Dr. Bowman. With them are one hos- 
pital steward and four men. Tents and 
extra supplies followed the soldiers closely. 

A special trainload of twenty-five nién 
armed with Winchesters and carrying a large 
amount of ammunition and supplies arrived 
at Walker from Brainerd soon after mide 
night last night. 

A posse of citizens succeeded in landing on 
Bear Island, secured the bodies of four of 
the men killed in Wednesday’s fight, and 
brought away eleven wounded soldiers. The 
citizens were driven to their boats by In- 
dians firiug from the bush, but no fatalities 
are reported. 

An effort was made last night to secure in- 
telligence from Bear Island, but it failed. 
The dispatch boat Flora salled close to shore 
«nd signaled for an hour, but no answering 
signal was returned, Teo land was an impos- 
sibility. 

The condition of Bacon’s men, even if they 
are safe from annihilation, must be deplora- 
ble. They are fll supplied with overcoats 
and blankets. Tents they have none, Their 
‘ood supplies were short when they landed 


and they were in no shape to stand a long 


siege. 


Fighting Behind Intrenchments. 

The troops are believed to be far inland, 
protected by intrenchments thrown up dur- 

‘ing the night. It is feared they may run 
short of ammunition, as they have been 
firing continuously since early morning. 

The Indians appear to largely outnumber 
the soldiers, and they are well supplied with 
guns and ammunition. Their losses in 
Wednesday's fight must have been severe, 
but the actual number of casualties cannot 
be learned. Friendly Indians assert the 
Pillagers had@ eighteen of their men killed. 
The real number will probably never be 
known, as the dead and wounded were taken 
from the field, 

In the meantime fears are expressed the 
Indians of neighboring tribes may be induced 
to join, the Pillager warriors.. There are 
several hundred fighting bucks in the sur~ 
rounding cougtry, and if they could be 
frightened or cajoled into taking the war 
‘path the situation would be serious. 

Walker is panic-stricken, but the people 
are rapidly regaining their composure since 


| i has been learned General Bacon and the 
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Heroes of Wednesday’s Fight. 

The battle of Leech Lake has developed 
more than one hero. General Bacon, Major 
Wilkinson, Lieutenant Ross, Surgeon Har- . 
ris, Hospital Steward Buckhart, Sergeant 
Butler, Frank Briggs, and Colonel Sheehan 
are all deserving of medals of honor, the 
three former for the gallant manner in which 
they led the troops; the fourth, for his inat- 
tention to his wounds when bullets were 
flying about his head and his apparent in- 
difference to them; the fifth, for volunteering 
to carry messages across the firing line from 
Lieutenant Ross to General Bacon and los- 
ing his life in an effort to rejoin his men;

Sounds of Continued Firing Heard from

A special train with 215 of the Third In- 
fantry from Fort Snelling, under command 
of Lieutenant Colonel Harbach of the De- 
partment of Dakota, arrived in Walker at 3 
o’cloek this afternoon. Colonel Harbach has 
seen eighteen years’ service in the Depart- 
ment of Dakota, and has been stationed at 
Forts Totten and Pembina and is a brave 
and efficient officer. He and his men will be 

ready to start for the scene of Wednesday’s 


fight asearly in the morning as it will be | 


possible ta do so. 

Another special train will leave Brain 
‘tonight avith 200 or 250 more soldiers; In- 
spector Tinker expresses the opinion ’that

Mille Lacs Indians Restive.

Two hunters came in this afternoon from 
the woods and reported a band of fifteen or 
twenty Indians going orth, and it is sup- 
posed that they are an advance guard of the 
Mille Lacs Indians, or a party of their scouts. . 
The men srere not close enough to them to: 
Say whether they were painted or not, but 
‘know they were armed. 

The inhabitants at Walker, Lathrop, and 
Hachensack, Minn., are terrified beyond 
measure and are armed as far as arms and 


@ammunition are procurable. Little sleep is 


taken by the majority of the citizens. 

Since the uprising of the Bear Island In- 
Gians the Indians at the Leech Lake Agency 
have been quiet up till today, but-word has 
arrived tonight from the agency that the 


Indians have bgoken out and the authorities 


ve no control over them and fear there will 
be more bloodshed. 


New Version of the Cause. 

The cause of the trouble between the gov- 
ernment and the Bear Islands is not gener- 
ally known by the public. The facts in the 
case are as follows: — 

A year ago a certain white man was ar- 
rested for selling liquor to the Indians. The 
United States Marshals arrested Min-Jon- 
Dah, a Pillager Indian of Bear Island, who 
some years ago gained considerable noto- 
riety by killing Chief Hole-in-the-Day, and 
is repérted to be a bad and insolent Indian, 
having killed seven of hts own tribe, in ad- 
dition to’€hief Hole-in-the-Day, and is re- 
markable ‘for his cunning and great influence 
with the balance of his tribe. 

He is @ large and powerfully built Indian 


of the dark and greasy type, and wears his | 


hair hanging down his back in two long 
braids. He has a broad,’low forehead, deep- 
sunken tyes, black, ind shaded by heavy 
eyelashes; prominent cheekbones, broad, flat 
nose; peek -lfke a hawk,’ firm-set 
mouth, and extraordinarily square-set jaws, 
and shows fearlessness ahd obstinacy in all 


his features: 


.. Wears the Same Old Blanket. 

He still wears the old aboriginal blanket 
of his forefathers and was never known to 
live in any abode but a tepee or small tent 
of birch bark. The United States Marshal 
arrested him as a witness against the white 
man for selling whisky to them, and took 
him to Duluth, where the trial was held, 
promising him transportation from Walker 
to Duluth and return, with all expenses. 
When the trial was over Min Jon Dah had 
to walk from Duluth to Walker, a distance 
of 190 miles, without money or food, and 
arrived at Walker in a most deplorable 
-state, ‘nearly starved to death. He then 
swore before all his tribe that he would 
never recognize a warrant or papers of any 
kind served by the United States Marshals. 

When the fall term of court sat at Duluth 
‘Min Jon Dah and another buck of his tribe, 
whose name we were unable to learn, were 
wanted at Duluth to give testimony in an- 
dither case similar to that of last fall. The 
Marshals came and arrested the two In- 
@ians and threw them in jail. 

During their incarceration there was in- 
tense excitement among. the Indians, and 
many threats of a rescue were freely in- 
@uiged in_by the Indians. 

Finally twenty of the bucks during the 
night of Sept. 8 made a raid on the jail at 
Walker, Minn., and releasdd the two pris- 
oners. The two Indians then made their

Official information received from Wash- 
rmy headquarters in Chicago 
yesterday afternoon, was to the effect that 
Major Wilkinson, one sergeant, and four 
privates of the United States Third Infantry 


and an Indian scout in the employ of the 


government had been killed in the fight at 
Bear Island. 

Major Melville C. Wilkinson, who Jed the 
detachment that went against theAndians, 
lived a long and honorable career in the mili- 
tary service. 

He was born in New York in 1835, and his 
retiring year would have been 1899. He was 
appointed to the army from civil life on May 
16, 1861, as First Lieutenant in the Twenty- 


third New York Infantry. Hé resigned on 


Nov. 7, the game year, and was appointed 
First Lieutenant of the One Hundred and 
Seventh New York Infantry in July, 1862. 

Major Wilkinson received his Captaincy 
for gallant and meritorious conduct on the 
field of Antietam and for his splendid record 
throughout the civil war. 

He was assigned to the Third Infantry on 
Aug. 8, 1870. Since returning from ona 
Santiago campaign in Cuba the Third h 
been stationed at Fort Snelling. 

General John M. Bacon; now intrenched in 
the Indian country, is in command of the 
Military Departments of the Lakes and the 
Dakotas.

Paris, Oct. 6—It is a settled fact that the 
United States will annex the Philippines in 
Spite of Spain's protests. With the exception 
of Senator Gray, the American Peace Com. 
missioners are now heartily in favor of ex. 
tending American sovereignty over the 
whole Philippine archipelago. 

I make this announcement on the highest 
possible autherity. The Spanish commis. 
sioners are aware that Spain's sovereignty 
in the Philippines is doomed, and they have 
telegraphed the facts to Madrid in cipher. 

Sagasta kas instructed them to protest 
against the annexation of the Philippines on 
the ground that the protocol distinctly pro. 
vides for the determination of the future of 
the archipelago by the agreement of a joint 
commission and not by the mere edict of the 
United States. 

The Spanish commissioners are instructed 
to insist that the surrender of the Philip- 
pines to General Merritt and Admiral Dewey 
occurred after the signing of the protoco] 
and is therefore void. ; 


Spain to Demand Pay, 

Spain will propose that the United g 
shali be content with a coaling port in 
Island of Luzon and leave the rest of the 
_island and the archipelago to Spain; or thay 
the United States shall purchase the islands

It is quite certain that the American com. 
missioners are resolved not to agree to the 
payment of one cent for the purchase of th 
Philippines.

Free Silver a Dead Issue. 


“The question of free silver is being raised. 
It is no longer necessary to discuss it. The 
people have buried it beneath an avalanche 
of votes. The people are opposed to the de- 
basement of our money. But it is necessary 
to elect a Republican Congress so the hands 
of the President may be strengthened and 
legislation passed that will redeem the coun- 
try from the mistakes of Democratic mis- 
rule, . 

“In the elections this fall it is almost cer- 
tain that we wil lelect Republican Senators 


enough to wrest the control of the Senate > 


from the free silver element, and then we 
can legislate for the benefit of the whole 
country. The Democrats and free silverites 
in the Senate allowed the Dingley bill to 
be passed, saying that no prosperity could 
come to the country until their fetish, free 
silver at the God given ratio of 16 to 1, should 
be enacted into law. In this they have ‘tis- 
covered their mistake. For the ye&r ending 
June 30 the balance of trade in our favor was 
$600,000,000, as against a balance in the last 
year of Cleveland's term of less than $100,- 
000,000. We have bought $150,000,000 less 

from Europe the last year than in the last 
“year of Cleveland's administration, and all 

_ of that sum has gone to American labor and 
American producers. Ail this was made 
‘possible by the Dingley bill. 

“During Cleveland’s administration we 
lost from $70,000,000 to $80,000,000 tn gold a 
year. In 1897 we gained $44,000,000, and for 
the year ending June 30 $104,000,000. 

“TT we keep on gaining go!d in this man- 
ner there will be no silver question in a few 
years. Then Great Britain, Germany, 


. . France, and the other European nations will 


be knocking at our doors and asking us to 
restore the products of our mines to the 
currency of nations. It will not take pons 
to show that this country is stronger than 
any other nation on earth. 

“The last session of Congress was one of 
the most important in the history of this. 
country. On April 25 the President signed 
a bill declaring war against Spain. Six 
days later Dewey sailed into the harbor of 
Manila and obeyed the orders of the Sec- 
retary of the Navy to capture or destroy 
the Spanish fleet. By the war we have had 
thrust upon us an opportunity and a prob- 
lem, both of which may never come again. 
The: question is the expansion of our ter- 
Titory.

DECIDE FOR FRANK J. SULLIVAN. 


of the Timothy Ryan Faction in 


a Contest. 


Frank J. Sullivan of the Twelfth Ward 
yesterday was declared by the Election 
board to be the legal Democratic nominee 
for Representative of the Second Senatorial 
District, thereby bringing to a close the 
contest between Sullivan and Thomas M. 
Ryan and John E. Owens, who were nomi- 
nated by the Hugh Curran convention. The 
vote of the commission was unanimous. 

The ruling of the board is a victory for the 
Timothy Ryan faction over the City Hall 
forces. The board made a recount of the 
ballots cast in the Eighth District of the 
Twelfth Ward and discovered that the 
Judges had thrown out thirty-one Sullivan 
ballots for technical reasons, In the Fifth 
District of the Tenth Ward also the board 
decided the Sullivan delegates were entitled 
to seats, This gave Sullivan thirty of the 
fifty-eight votes in the convention. Sulli- 
van’s victory insures the election of George 
P. Gubbins as.Senatorial committeeman 
over his rival, George Fitzgerald. 

Six jurors we chosen in the afternoon 
in the case which is on trial before Judge 
Stein, in which seven men are charged with 
hindering the voting at the Democratic 
primary in the Fourth District of the Tenth 
Ward, 

Edward Noonan, who claims to be the 
regular Democratic nominee for Congress 
‘in the Fifth District; wrote to Chairman 
Gallagher of the Democratic Executive 
committee refusing to allow the County 
committee to pass on the question of 
whether he or Frank Kinnare was the nomi- 
nee in the district. He said he was prepared 
to take the matter before the Election board. 
This ended the hope the committee had en- 
tertained of arranging the dispute out of 
court. The Election Commissioners will 
take up thé matter and decide it as soon as 
they can get around to it. 

The First Senatorial District dispute, in 
which the contestants for the nomination 
for Senator are Patrick Wall and John 
Sterchie, with Sol Van Praag claiming the 
nomination for the Lower House on the 
Wall ticket, will be taken up’ by the Election 
Commissioners next week. 

Election Commissioner Baird sent his 
resignation from that office to Judge Carter 
and it was immediately accepted. The rea- 
son given by Mr. Baird was’ his candidacy 
for a Jucgéship on the Republican county 
ticket. He would have resigned sooner, 
but was compelled to serve until after the 
Democratic contest in the Second Sena- 
torial District. was decided. Judge Carter 
will fill the vacancy soon, as there is much 
work before the board. He said in the 
evening Commissioner ‘Baird’s successor 
had not been decided on. It is understood a 
West Side Republican will be named. 
 Vineent H. Perkins, North Town Super- 

visor and Democratic candidate for Presi- 
dent of the County board, in replying to Lin- 
coln Park Commissioner Woodworth’s state- 

ment that he had threatened to cut down the 

Lincoln Park appropriation unless he was 
allowed to name some employés of the park 

board, said: 

“The way that happened wasthis. I went 
before the Lincoln Park board to ask for 
some representation in the way of patronage 
and was refused. I then-said to the Park 
Commissioners: ‘Gentlemen, if you refuse us 
this representation it will render it extreme- 
ly difficult for us to do the right and proper 
thing by you when the time comes to fix the 
tax levy forthe park.’

MADDEN’S POLITICAL SPEECH. 


Chicago Leader at Lexington, I1l.,Com- 
pares the Achievements of the Two 
Principal Parties. 


Lexington, IIl., Oct. 6.—[{Special.]—The Re- 
publicans of McLean County opened the 
campaign tonight at the opera-house. The 
crowd was large and enthusiastic. The 
principal speakers were M. B. Madden and 
P. H. O'Donnell. 

Ex-Alderman Madden of Chicago spoke 
substantially as follows: 

“The two great parties are once more con- 
tending for supremacy. Each claims 
superiority over the other, but in the de- 
termination of this question as individual 
citizens we will find little difficulty In con- 
vincing ourselves that under the wise man- 
agement of the Republican party the coun- 
try has always been more progressive, more 
prosperous, and our people infinitely hap- 
pier than under Democratic rule. 

“From 1893 to 1896,under Democratic man- 
agement, a period of depression unequaled in 
the history of the nation existed. Workshops 
of every name and nature were practically 
closed from Maine to California. The buzz 
of machinery was nowhere to be heard. The 
artisan, the mechanic, and laborer alike 
sought emplofment in vain. Starvation 
found its way into the homes of our people. 

“It is not yet two years since this change 
took place, but we haye witnessed the 
enactment of tariff laws that furnish the 
needed revenue for the proper conduct of 
the government. We have witnessed the 
constant growth of trade. We have wit- 
nessed the restoration of confidence among 
our “people. We have witnessed the clos- 
ing of the soup houses. We have witnessed 
the opening of the factory and the work- 


shop. We have witnessed the employment 
of labor. We have witnessed the increase 
in the price of the product of the farm. 


“We have witnessed the declaration of 
war, the mobilizing of a vast army. We 
have witnessed the invasion of a foreign 
country by the boysin blue. We have wit- 
nessed the' valor and patriotism with which 
our people responded to the call to arms. 
We have witnessed the annihilation of the 
flower of the Spanish navy by Dewey, 
Sampson, and Schley. We have witnessed 
the glorious charge by our infantry at El 
ep and Santiago. We have witnessed 
the'surrender of the Spanish forces in San- 
tiago, Porto Rico, and Manila. We have 
witnessed the planting of the American 
flag on newly acquired territory. We have 
witnessed the annexation of Hawaii. 

“'The farmers of the United States ex- 
ported in 1897 under a Republican adminis- 
tration $5,000,000 worth more live stock than 
they exported in 1896 under a Democratic 
administration, and for the same period 
$253,000,000 worth of wheat. flour, and 
other grain, as against $183,.000,000, show- 
ing a gain of $70,000,000 for one year under 
Republican rule. The price of wheat was 
fixed according to the gold standard. It 
failed to go down with the price of silver, 
thus showing that Bryan’s argument to the 
effect that the price of wheat was governed 
by the value of silver was erroneous. |

Commissioner McGann Says 
an Effort Will Be Made to 
Secure Funds. 


ALLEYS JN GOOD SHAPE. 


Official Declares City Is Not Ex- 
travagant in Letting Its 
Contracts. 


CHARGES BY REALTY MEN. 


The hundreds of complaints received at 
the City Hall of laxness in collecting gar- 
bage have put Commissioner McGann and 
Superintendent of Streets Doherty on the 
defensive. Mr. McGann admits the work 
done is not perfect, but insists that the 
Standard never has becn so high as at 
present. More complaints came in yester- 
day, however. 

More wagons and men were put to work in 
many wards, especially on the West Side. 

“While we have not enough money to do 
this work properly,” said Commissioner 
McGann, “ we can get better service than 
we have had, and I mean to see that we 
get it. If there is any neglect it is the fault 
uf the ward superintendents. The city is 
no dirtier now tgan it has been. In fact, 
I think it is in better shape than ever before. 
If we can get the five year contract passed 
on favorably by the Supreme Court I think 
the situation will be greatly simplified. The 
c6ntract system is the best, as a private 
concera can get more work out of its em- 
ployés than the city. When the Mayor re- 
turns we will see if some money cannot be 
found for this work.”’ 4 

“The city is not in bad condition,” said 
Superintendent Doherty. ‘‘ We are doing 
the best we can. Most of the wards are in 
first-class shape. There may be some dirty 
places, but in some sections the people are 
careless, and it would require the visit of 
the garbage collectors every day to keep 
the alleys clean. If the police would make 
two or three arrests our work would be 
aided greatly.”’ 


Alden Denies Neglect. 
Inspector Alden of the Twenty-fourth

The Twenty-thtrd Ward is in bad condi- 
tion. ‘lhere seems to have been no effort 
made to clean it. The ward extends from 
Wells street to the North Branch and from 
the river to Division street. The southern 
part of the ward could hardly be worse than 
at present. Inspector Ebersol, a civil service 
man, has charge of the ward. He is said to 
be a hardworking inspector, but his efforts 
are handicapped by the lack of wagons.

The alley between Gault court, Chicago ave- 
nue, Oak and Larrabee streets is filthy, as 
are those off Milton and Townsend streets.

‘neglected until it has become a disgrace. 
At Ontario and Orleans streets there are 
several overflowing boxes, and at Orleans 
and Indiana streets the attention of the col- 
lector is badly needed. |

During the day two photographs of garbage 
boxes in the rear of 5461 Cornell avenue were 
received at the City Hall. The picture shows 
the boxes to be piled high with refuse. Com- 
missioner McGann is making a collection of 
these photographs, which he will show the 
Council when the appropriations for next 
year are mace. Alderman Francis made an- 
other complaint regarding the dirty alleys 
in the Twelfth Ward.

*“*Chicago gets more in the way of pubiic 
improvements for $1 than any other city in 
the world,’’ ne said. 

** We have the closest competition between 
contractors that is possible. I hape the 
Real Estate committee will take this matter 
up. I want them to follow contract improve- 
ments from the time they come before the 
Board of Public Improvements until the 
work is done. Let them select cases und 
watch them by this system. 

‘There probably are individual cases 
where any one will be justified in making 
comparisons.

George Birkhoff Jr. cited an instance to 


prove that the city overcharges. 

“Take a sewer connection,” Mr. Birk- 
hoff said. ‘“‘ The coset is not over $5 or $6, 
and yet you must ,pay the city $5 for a 
permit and then $6 or $7 for the work. One 
fault lies in the estimates made by the city. 
They are too large. The city authorities 
should be able to estimate the proper cost, 
but their figures run about 25 per cent over. 
The property-owner then has to wait a long 
time for his rebate.”’ 

When asked what steps he proposed taking 
in the investigations, Mr. Givins said he 
would write to every large city in the United 
States where contracts are issued for street 
improvements and then take bids from 
contractors of all kinds of paving, sewer 
pipe, cement walks, and similar work, to 
ascertain what it can be done for. 

“It is generally believed,’’ said Mr. Giv- 
ins, “that the price charged by the city 
is from 25 per cent to 100 per cent more 
than by private contract. For instance, you 
can get an ordinary tile drain laid ina street 
for sewer purposes for from $10 to $15 to 
the twenty-five foot lot. The city charges 
from $22 to $27. You can get an asphalt 
pavement put down for about $100 a lot. 
The city charges from $125 to $175 a lot. 
You can get a six-foot plank walk laid by 
private contract for from 22 to 28 cents to 
the running foot. The city charges from 30 
to 35 cents. I claim that if we can show 
conclusively that the city charges too 
much it will come down in its prices. 


Attacks City’s Assessments. 

* When an assessment for street improve- 
ment is levied by the eity the work is not 
done on the street sometimes from one to 
two years, but the city charges interest on 
the assessment from the date of the levy. 
The Special Assessment department will not 
deny that the amount levied for street im- 
provements is greaterthanthecost. There- 
fore a man who has a special assessment 
levied against his property is paying in- 
terest at 6 per cent to the city on his own 
money. 

“The present City Attorney holds as law 
that no rebates can be allowed until the 
whole five-year installments have been paid 
in full. There is no remedy against this 
abuse but a general uprising of the property- 
owners of Chicago.” 

The Civil Service Commissioners sat in 
their office all day, waiting for some one to 
come and make charges against the De- 
partment of Public Works, particularly that 
employés of the city were being used to 
work for the Democratic party. None came, 
and so Superintendent Ryan and Foreman 
Wallace of the Water Pipe Extension de- 
partment were put on the stand to testify 
that their department was conducted on 
business principles. Then the commission 

ecided that as no one had offered proof 
that the present administration was not the 
most perfect in the history$of cities, it was 
evident that such was its character and a 
proper statement was entered up in its 
minutes. 

Letters had been sent to Congressman 
Lorimer and State Treasurer Hertz sum- 
moning them to come before the commis- 
sion, but neither paid any attention to them. 
The investigation has been ridiculed from 
the start and a farcical ending was ex- 

ted.

POLICE SUPPRESS 
A POLISH RIOT. 


One Thousand Excited For- 
eigners Try to Mob Koz-. 
lowski’s Followers. 


BREAK UP A MEETING. 


Speakers Are Stoned and a Rush 
for the Stage Is Stopped - 
by Bluecoats, 


MANY ARMED WITH PISTOLS 


Stones, knives, and revolvers in the hands 
of nearly 1,000 excited Poles came near 
causing a serious riot at Noble street and 
Milwaukee avenue last- evening, where the 
excommunicated Catholic followers of Fa- 
ther Kozlowski attempted to hold a meeting 
almost under the shadow of St. Stanislaus’ 
and Holy Trinity Churches. 

Twelve hundred Polish Catholics from the 
two churches packed the meeting, and after 
firing stones at the speakers were making &@ 
rush for the stage, when they were stopped 
by Captain Kelly of the East Chicago Ave- 
nue Station, Kroll of Rawson 
Street, and seventy-five policemen, and the 
meeting brought to an end. ; 

Lieutenant Kroll is himself a Polish meme- 


_ber of Holy Trinity Church, and the follow- 


ers of Father Kozlowski charge that he re- 
fused to protect them or allow the meeting 
to go on from sympathy with their enemies. 

The priests of the Independent Polish Cath- 
olic Church, and others who were to have 
spoken, had to be escorted to their homes by 
the police to prevent the mob doing violence 
to them. No one was hurt, and, though 
there were more than 200 revolvers in the 
crowd ready for use, according to police- 
men, no one was arrested and nobody was 
disarmed. 

Father Kozlowski was not at the meeting., 
but the independent Polish -Catholic priests 
were there in force. Their presence was 
sufficient to stir up the whole neighborhood. 
Every member of St. Stanislaus’ and Holy 
Trinity Parish who could be mustered crowd- 
en into Walsh’s Hall, prepared to break up 
the meeting. 


Kozlowski’s Followers Chased Away. 


The followers of Father Kozlowski were 
crowded out of the hall and chased into the 
side streets and alleys, and the little group 
of priests and other followers of Father 
Kozlowski who were to speak sat on the 
rostrum and shivered. 

Among thése were A. P. Karwowoski, 
editor of the Polish Weekly Reformer; 
Father Demkski. Father Papon, Father 
Zaliski, Father Rdzski, Father Pluzimsk!i, 
Father Rachiski, Father Rosicki, and Father 
Piszalki, all of the Independent Polish 
Church. 

Father Kozlowski flooded both St. Stanis- 
laus and Holy Trinity Parishes in the last 
few days with circulars- inviting his fol- 
lowers to join in the mass-meeting for the 
purpose of starting another independent 
Catholic church in the neighborhood of the 
two Polish churches that are faithful to 
Archbishop Feehan. The circulars were 
principally the cause of the attack on the 
meeting. 

By 8 o'clock last evening Walsh's Hall 
was jammed with Poles, all talking ex- 
citedly and threatening and jeering the 
priests on the platform. Lieutenant Kroll 
occupied a seat on the platform. 


Speakers Jeered by the Mob. . 

At first the crowd contented itself with 
jeering the speakers and howling them down 
whenever they -attempted to speak. A. P. 
Karwowoski, the chairman, appealed to 
Lieutenant Krol! to preserve order, but, ac- 
cording to the former, no effort was made 
by the police to stop the disturbance. Final- 
ly two big stones came flying up from the 
audience and landed on the stage; and then 
the excited and yelling crowd made a break 
for the speakers, shouting and threatening 
to kill. Knives and revolvers were drawn 
and the situation was decidedly serious. 

The crowd got no further than the stage, 
however. Policemen Simonson, Peters, and 
Scully of the North Avenue Station, in citi- 


gens’ clothes, jumped in front of the crowd 


and pulled their revolvers, and Lieutenant 
Kroll shouted to the excited Poles in their 
own language to keep back. 

That ended the meeting. The Poles, in- 
cluding Father Kozlowski's followers, were 
hustled in the street, the latter being escort- 
ed to their homes.

CHICAGO PEOPLE IN PERIL. 


Schooner Fortune Hunter Picked Up, 
Waterlogged and Selpless, South 
of §t. Michael’s. 


Seattle, Wash., Oct. 6.—The steamers Brix- ; 


ham and Tillamook arrived today from S8t. 
Michael’s with 150 passengers, about fifty 
of whom aré from Dawson. On Sept. 20 
the Tillamook picked up the small steam 
schooner Fortune Hunter of San Francisco 
about fifty-five miles south of St. Michael’s. 
The Fortune Hunter was waterlogged and 
ina serious condition. Besides its crew it 
had ten passengers aboard, members of the 
Alaska and Bonanza Mining and Transpor- 
tation company of Chicago. 

‘The Fortune Hunter left St. Michael’s on 
Sept. 16 for Golovin Bay, with a barge in 
tow, and was caught in a storm that swept 
along the coast. The barge was beached 
and the schooner stood out to sea. The ves- 
sel became unmanageable and was drifting 
south when picked up by the Tillamook, 
which towed it to Golovin Bay, where it was 
beached. An unsuccessful search was made 
for the barge. Sterling Martin of Chicago 
was left on the barge when the Fortune 
Hunter abandoned it.

His Troops Are Healthy. 


The health of his troops has been good— 
only about 2 per cent being sick. He said 
meat was received in refrigerator cars 
that as a rule it was good.

_ potatoes had been reported to be in bad

In discussing with Captain Howell the 
question of rations supplied to Camp Thomas 
General Boynton volunteered the suggestion 
that there had been no complaints from 
Southern soldiers in the camp. ‘* And,’’ he 
continued, **I do not believe we would have 
heard half the outcry that has been raised 
if all the soldiers had been from the South.” 
General Dodge said that only two or three 
charges had been received from the South 
and they were not from soldiers. The testi- 
mony of General Boynton concluded, the 
commission adjourned till afternoon, when 
General Lee is expected on the stand. 


SAMPSON NOW THE SCAPEGOAT 


Effort of War Department to Blame San- 
tiago Conditions on the Naval 
Commander, 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 5.—There is a 
‘merry row between the army and navy over 
evidence that will soon be forthcoming be- 
fore the army investigation committee. In 
this evidence both the haste in starting off 
troops for Santiago and the delay later are 
blamed directly or indirectly upon Admiral 
Sampson. 

The blame is not placed in the report in 
direct terms, but it is so inserted in the paper 
as to give it that force. 

The document referred to is the answer of 
Adjutant General Corbin to the communica- 
tion addressed to him by the commission. 
General Corbin estimates that it will be 
about 1,000 pages, or 3,000,000 words, It in- 


relative to the campaigns in Manila, Porto 
Rico, and Cuba in chronological order. The 
answer was this morning sent to the com- 
mission. 

A part of a dispatch from Admiral Samp- 
son at Santiago, under date of June 7, is in 
these words: | 

“If 10,000 men were here the City of San- 
tiago would be ours in forty-eight hours.” 

This dispatch also was sent by Admiral 
Sampson on June 7: 

Only arrival of troops to reduce 
Santiago. 

Thereupon Géneral Shafter replied, June 
8: ‘ I will come tomorrow morning.”’ 

Then came the advice that a “ spook” 
Spanish fleet was in sight, and the starting 
of the transports was delayed until June 14. 
These two facts will be relied on by, the 
War department to show that Shafter could 
not have waited longer than he ddd, and that 
the packing together of men in transports 
for five days mpre, pending the delay, wae 
from no fault of Shafter’s. 

The War department officials have for the 
first time from weariness stopped blaming 
one another, and since the exhaustive state- 
ment of General Miles after his return from 
Porto Rico he had been looked upon with a 
wholesome fear, if not with affection. It was 
seen that he had become too strong to be 
made a scapegoat, and so Sampson will now 
be experimented: upon. 

“It is a dangerous experiment,” said a 
naval officer today, “‘ but it is to be tried.” 

As printed in the Herald yesterday morn- 
ing, General Wheeler foreshadowed this 
when he blamed any lack of preparation on 
the part of Shafter upon the precipitateness 
of Sampson’s démand, 

An army official remasked tonight to me 
that Sampson had asked for 10,000 men; he 
had got them, and that the battle had really 
been won with not more than 10,000 men. 

This is the vital point in the voluminous 
report of General Corbin, and it is thought 
ways will be found by“which it will be em- 
phasized before the commission. The whole 
paper has been prepared within the last few 
days, and this was possible only because 
General Corbin really had it ready when it

TROOPS REACH MANZANILLO. 


Possession of the Cuban 


Havana, Oct. 6.—A dispatch received this 

morning from Manzanillo announces the ar- 

rival there of the steamer Reina de Los 

Angeles fiying the Stars and Stripes, with 

Colonel Henry Ray and 400 United States 

troops.

Six hundred men, machinists, blacksmiths, 
skilled Workmen, and laborers, have gone 
on strike at the Havana Arsenal, refusing 
to work unless they are paid five months’ 
arrears of wages. The strike began on Mon- 
day and no settlement has yet been made. 
The Spanish cruiser Conda de Venadito, 
the gunboat Galicia, and the torpedo boat 
Nueva Espana are on the stocks at the 
navy yard undergoing elaborate repairs, pre- 
paratory to their trip to Spain, The arsenal 
strike is liable to delay the evacuation so far 
as the navy is concerned unless the differ- 
ences are soon settled, as the vessels in their 
present condition are unequal to a sea voy- 
age. 
The Spanish authorities continue to declare 
their inability to evacuate the island en- 
tirely before the end of February, and the 
American commissioners continue to insist 
upon prompt evacuation. 
Last week General Blanco issued orders 
disbanding all the provisional reggments in 
certain places, as, for instance, at Sancti 
Spiritus. The troops refused to disband un- 
less they received their arrears of pay. Many 
of them went over to the Cuban ranks. 
It is learned that in his extremity General 
Blanco summoned the Governor of the 
Banco Espanol and called upon him for an 
advance of money. The bank offivial at first 
refused, but finally yielded to Blanco’s ap- 
peal and agreed to advance $200,000. 
Sefior Francisco de Aramas, Civil Governor 
of Matanzas, has been relieved of his office, 
owing to his inability to cope with condi- 
tions there. ° i 
Various law points were discussed yester- 
day by the joint commission, which decided 
to leave them to the decision of the Paris 
Peace commission. Regarding the artillery, 
some of which is gaid to have been unmount- 
ed, the Spanish commissioners suggested 
that the ordnance be appraised and sold, 
claiming it was ta the interest of both coun- 
tries to save the exorbitant freight and other 
charges of remounting new guns.

Praises the Cubans. 


“The people of this country,” continued 
Mr. Porter, “ have gained a decidedly erro- 
neous impression of the natives of Cuba, par- 
,ticularly the soldiers. 

‘The Cubans, as a whole, are anxious for 
peace, and, moreover, they are law-abiding 
and amenable to law. The regular Cuban 
soldiers are a splendid body of men and they 
are patriots to the core. 

‘* There is absolutely no truth tn the story 
that they are rapidly becoming guerrillas. 
There are, of eourse, guerrillas in Cuba, but 
they are the same bands that we heard so 
much about prior to the war with Spain. 
They are cordially hated by the Cubans and 
Spaniards alike. | 

* The Cuban regulars are well officered and 
disciplined, and they have my profund re- 
spect. To show you what I think of them, I 
may say that in my report I will recom- 
mend that these soldiers be appointed to act 
as a guard when Havana has come under 
control of the United States.” 

Speaking of the future relations between 
Cuba and the United States Mr. Porter said: 

*“* My report will be decidedly in favor of 
reciprocity between the two _ countries. 
Practical free trade between the United 
States and Cuba will, in my opinion, be the 
salvation of the island. I foresee one hitch 
in the reciprocity treaty, however, and that 
is the question of tobacco. Many repre- 
sentative Cubans have made objections 
this point. They are willing to admit allo 
exports at a low rate of tariff, but they ex- 
cept tobacco. Of course I would not agree to 
this, even if such a thing were to be serious- 
ly considered. We may not say to our mer- 
chants, ‘You may export everything but 
tobacco.’ That is out of the question. How- 
ever, we will without doubt arrive at some 
satisfactory agreement. | 

“IT believe in the importation of cattle 
into Cuba, to be used not only as food but 
on the farm. That is absolutely necessary, 
for the people of Cuba today lack the simple 
necessaries of life. Farms and shops are 
idle, and there is a great dearth of food, 

‘IT was pleased to find an industrial schoo] 
in Havana,” continued Mr. Porter. “It has 
an attendance of 300 young men, and the re- 
sults of what it has done and is doing are 
unmistakable.” 

“The great drawback to Cuba now, as in 
the past, is its unjust customs duties.

MAN WITH MANIA FOR 
SURGICAL OPERATIONS 
DIES IN A HOSPITAL. 


Demise of Schroeter, Alias Maier, at 
Terre Haute, Ind,, Believed to Have 
Resulted from His Shamming a Dis- 
ease. 


Schroeder, alias Maier, the Chicago drug 
clerk with a mania for simulating attacks of 
appendicitis and peritonitis, and who worked 
nearly every hospital in Chicago for food and 
lodging, and fooled the surgeons of several 
institutions into performing operations on 
him, is dead in the Union Hospital at Terre 
Haute, Ind. | 

Schroeder’s demise'is said to have been 
caused by an attack of peritonitis, but 
whether it was the actual result of the 
disease or an operatign into which he had 
beguiled the physicians of the institution is 
not positively known. Physicians who came 
in contact with Schroeder at the Chicago 
hospitals are inclined to believe death re- 
sulted from an unnecessary operation. 

Schroeder's wonderful control of his pulse 
and temperature are supposed to have been 
brought about by drugs rather than by his 
will power. Nevertheless, between 1895 and 
’97 Schroeder succeeded in getting two op- 
erations performed for appendicitis, and 
marrowly escaped seyeral other operations 
for the same malady. After he became 
known to all the Chi¢ago hospttals, he suc- 
cessively worked hogpitals in Waukegan, 
Danville, Decatur, Peoria, and Galesburg. 

Schroeder’s custom was to call the hospital 
up by telephone about 10 o’clock at night, 
representing himself) as a physician, and 
notifying the hospital officials that he would 
bring a patient there an hour later. He 
would explain that the bills were to be footed 
by the patient’s brother, who always lived 
in Indianapolis. 

Schroeder was first heard of in Chicago at 
the German and Augustana Hospitals, at one 
of which an operation was: performed on 
him, though under a different name. His 
most notorious experience was in 1895 at 
the Chicago Polyclinic Hospital, where also 
his fraudulent methods were discovered and 
exposed when he came a second time two 
years later and tried to work the same game. 

Instead of having a horror of the operating- 
room Schroeder appeared to like it. Dr. 
Weller Van Horn of the Chicago Polyclinic 
Hospital? and various other physicians, have 
discovered at different times that his 
symptoms were all ‘fake,’ and that his 
pulse and temperaturg ran up only when the 
surgeons were around; 

At Terre Haute the man called himself 
Joseph Maier, and gave his age as 28. He 
claimed to have been operated on by Dr. 
Nicholas Senn, but the latter said last nigh* 
he had never seen him, though he had heard 
of his escapades. The man’s real name and 
home are not known. 


LAWLESSNESS AMONG CUBANS. 


Native Soldiers Not +t Disposed to 
to the Ways of Peace—Laborers — 
in Demand. 


Santiago de Cuba, ole 6.—General Calixto 
Garcia, his son, Colonel Carlos Garcia, and 
three or four other prominent Cubans have 
gone to the interior to'endeavor to allay the 
restlessness among the Cuban armed forces 
which is daily becoming more menacing 
to the peace of the province. The party is 
supplied with rations by the American com- 
missary, and it is said by perfons whose 
sources of information are good that Gen- 
eral Garcia goes as an American commis- 
sioner. The party is supplied with rations 
for a three weeks’ trip, and will keep in 
communication with General Lawton and 
General Wood. 

General Garcia believes that through his 
personal influence he can allay the popular 
clamor against the Americans. His plan 
is to visit Guantanamo, Jiguani, Gibara, 
Baracoa, El Cobre, and other places where 
large bodies of Cuban soldiers are congre- 
gated, and tell these men of a plan he has 
decided upon of going to the United States 
later in the fall to endeav®@r to induce the 
Washington government to secure a Cuban 
loan sufficiently large to pay them some 
of the money due them for their three 
years’ service in the field. 

Generals Lawton and Wood have assur- 
ances from good sdurces that the payment 
of $1,500,000 to the Cuban troops through- 
out the island will satisfy the many recal- 
citrants and cause them to return to their 
homes and go to work; 

Complaints of disorders from remote 
places are daily becoming more numerous. 
Colonel Ray of the Third Immunes, a bat- 
talion of which regiment ts quartered at 
Guantanamo, reported yesterday that 
Cuban soldiers, under the Cuban General 
Perez, had been taking machetes and knives 
away from pacificos who wanted to begin 


tanamo. Colonel Ray arrested and put in 
jail a Cuban Lieutenaht and two men who 
disarmed a workman. 

A pacifico on a plantation in the Guan- 
tanamo_ district was. killed and several 
horses were stolen a week ago. A detach- 
ment of the Third Immunes with Colonel 
Brooks, an Englishman, formerly an officer 
in the Cuban army, was sent after the 
perpetrators, General’Pedro Perez recent- 
ly executed three men of his command for 
robbing plantations. 

General Wood, in purguance of orders from 
Washington, will reorganize the Spanish 
civil government in the Manzanillo district 
and instruct Colonel Ray to support the 
civil administration force of arms if 
necessary. The planters about Manzanillo 
have complained to General Lawton that 
the Cubans won't work, neither will they 
allow the Spaniards and pacificos to gather 
the crops. 

In the districts occupied by American 
troops the plantations are being worked, but 
it is impossible to get hands enough to do 
the work thoroughly. Few of the Cubans 


] in this part of the island have disbanded 


in pursuance of the orders to that effect re- 
cently issued by the provisional government 
at Camaguey. The latest reports from 
Baracoa are to the effect that the Cubans 
have placed.a cordon of pickets about. the 
town to stop and turn back every man who 
says he is going into the country to work. 
The two companies of’ American troops at 
Baracoa are not sufficient to protect the 
workmen on the plantations. Reports from 
the interior say that many men have lately 
deserted the Cuban camps with the arms and 
rations they had secured from the Ameri- 
cans and have organized guerrilla bands. 

Prominent Cubans have protested to Gen- 
eral Wood against allowing more Jamaica 
negroes and laborers from the United States 
to come to the island. They complain that 
there are enough Cubans out of employ- 
ment to fill all vacant places. 

General Wood told the petitioners that he 
knew that many Cubans were unemployed, 
but the trouble was that they would not 
work in the mines. Six hundred laborers 
are needed in the mines, but the companies 
cannot get them.

Sessions of the International Joint 
High Commission to Be Closed Mon- 
day and Resumed at Washi on in 
November—Senator Fairbanks Says 
" Much Work Has Been Dene, but Ven- 
tures No Prediction When Final 


Agreement Will Be Reached, ‘ 

Quebec, Oct. 6.—The members of the In- 
ternational Joint High commission will take 
their leave of old Quebec on Monday next 
and resume their work in Washington on 
Nov. 1. Joint sessions will be held tomor- 
row, Saturday, and Monday, and the sub- 
committees will continue their work. 

Just what the commission has achieved 
up to this point can only be inferred from 
outward evidences. Since the first day of 
the first session, Aug. 23, with the excep- 
tion of a recess from Bept.2 to Sept. 20, they 
have been constantly at work, holding joint 
sessions nearly every day, with the subcom- 
mittees at work upon the various questions 
almost incessantly. | 

Among the Americans who have appeared 
before and have expressed themselves out- 
side- of the commission rooms the greater 
number have been opposed to any material 
change from’the duties now in force under 
the Dingley tariff law. The American lum- 


| bermen, the American farmers, the Atlantic 


coast fishermen, and many of the Ameri- 
can manufacturing interests peti- 
tioned the American commissioners to make 
no change in existing rates, 

The Canadians desire a much more lib- 
eral basis of commercial reciprocity than 
now exists. 

In view of the fact’ that the commission- 
ers are about to conclude their work in Que- 
bec, Senator Fairbanks, chairman of the 
American commission, was asked this even- 
ing to make a statement for publication. 

“The commissioners have not deemed it 
id, ‘‘to make public 
any facts relating to the work of the com- 
mission. The reason for that is quite man- 
ifest, and the policy has been strictly ob- 
served. Therefore, I wish to say that any. 
and all statements relative to what the 
commission has determined upon with ref- 
erence to any question under consideration

“Is this as true about the reports of the 
settlement of the boundary ques- 
tion as about others?’’ he was asked. 

“It is,” he said... THe Alaskan question 
has not yet been settled, and so far no prop- 
osition of compromise or settlement has 
been made by either side.
